With the establishment of the Taean work system we were 
able to successfully manage and operate the modern large-scale eocnomy to suit 
the intrinsic nature of the socialist system and energetically push forward 

the overall socialist construciton of the country, bringing about a ceaseless 
upsurge in production. 


Today when socialist construction is deepening and developing onto a new higher 
stage, it is a glorious and rewarding task to more thoroughly carry through the 
Taean work system for successfully occupying the grand economic construction 
targets facing us.

The working class which had come to power had positively struggled over a long 
period to correctly solve the question of economic management:. It had significantly 
to do with the fact that this question exerted great influence on stepping up 

the development of national productive forces and consolidating socialist 
production relations. 


To solve the question of economic management arose as an even more urgent demand 
especially in the post-establishment period of the socialist system. Experience 
showed that after the completion of the socialist remaking of production relations, 
unless the guidance and management of the people's economy was improved in a 
manner consistent with the remaking it was possible neither to highly promote the 
superiority of the established socialist system nor to prevent the resurrection 

of capitalism in the sphere of eocnomic managemcnt nor to energetically push 
socialist construction forward. 


The question of economic management thus significantly arising in socialist, 
communist construction was brilliantly solved with the great leader Comrade 
Kim I[l-song creating the Taean work system.

The respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song, with his deep insights into 
the demands of the law of socialist, communist construction and the concrete 
realities of our developing revolution, established the great Taean work systen, 
a new our-style form of economic management, in December 1961, while giving his 
personal on-the-spot guidance to the Taean Electrical Factory. The creation of 
the Taean work system--this was a historic event that illuminated the genuine 
road of socailist economic management for the working class in power, and a 
great discovery of a communist form of enterprise management based on the chuche 
ideology. 


The Taean work system thoroughly embodies the immortal chuche ideology and the 
revolutionary mass line of our party. Precisely herein lies the basic characteristic 
of the Taean work system distinct from other forms of economic management. 


The immortal chuche ideology stands on a new philosophical principle that man 

is the master of everything and resolves everything. The chuche ideology calls 
for thinking out everything with man placed at the center and gearing everything 
to serving man. 


The Taean work system precisely embodies such principle and demand of the chuche 
ideology. 


The Taean work system makes the producer masses comprehensively participate in 
all economic tasks beginnign with the formulation of measures to carry through 
the eocnomy policy of the party, and goes forward to solve economic management 
questions, relying on their revolutionary fervor and creative positiveness. 

The Taean work system also most admirably solves the question of resolving all 
tasks such as production preparations and the daily necessities supply work 

for working people, to thoroughly suit the interests and demands of the producer 
masses. This shows that the Taean work system is an economic management system 
based on the chuche ideology from start to finish. 


The Taean work system which is based on the immortal chuche ideology brilliantly 
embodies the revolutionary mass line of our party. 


That it embodies the mass line constitutes the intrinsic revolutionary nature 
ot the Taean work system. 


The »reat leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"The intrinsic nature of the Taean system lies by no means in new management 
apparatuses such as a planning staff department or a business department. The 

basic spirit of the Taean system lies in that the cadres and workers become one 

and that the cadres, instead of issuing directives and orders from their desks, 

go down to the base level and work together with the producers and personally 

help them. In a word, what is called the Taean system has embodied the mass line 

in economic management." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 4, 2d impression, p 168) 


The intrinsic nature of an economic management system is determined not by the 
composition of management departments or management apparatus such as organization 
of offices but by the basic spirit running through the economic management 

system. 
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The basic spir‘t running through the Taean work system lies in that the cadres 

and workers become one and that the cadres, going down to the base level, personally 
help the producers. This basic spirit running through the Taean system bespeaks 
that the Taean work system precisely holds it as its intrinsic nature to carry 
through the revolutionary mass line of our party in economic management. 


The Taean work system also makes it possible to comprehensively carry through the 
demands for embodying the mass line in economic management.

In the socialist society, which stands on public ownership of the means of 
production, the masses of working people, because of their socioeconomic 
circumstances and objectives and interests in common, solidly unite with each 
other and closely cooperate with each other in a comradely manner. In the 
socialist society, the economic guidance functionaries are not bureaucrats in 
some privileged position to lord it over the masses but are cadres selected 
from among the masses because they are better prepared politicoideologically or 
in terms of technical job performance, and are servants serving for the sake of 
the masses.

The work method whereby the superiors he] p the subordinates in economic management 
is not something that is spontaneously established just because the socialist 
system has been set up. 


The work method of functionaries is closely linked to the work system. Therefore, 
unless the work system is basically innovated it is irpossble to decisively 
improve the work method. 


As a matter of fact, it could be said that the economic management system of bygone 
days, even thoughit was socialistic in nature, was still a management system 
containing a lost of capitalistic dregs.

It constitutes a basic guarantee for scientifically, rationally managing and 
operating the socialist economy to rely on the collective wisdom of the pr~ducer 
masses. 
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The large-scale socialist economy equipped with modern technical provisions 

we must manage and operate not by the intelligence of any one individual but by 
relying on the collective wisdom of the producer masses. By relying on the 
intelligence of an individual it is impossible to precisely grasp the objective 
realities of the large-scale socialist economy where the linkages between 
production units are complex nor is it possible to go forward to satisfactorily 
realize the eocnomic law and the scientific and technological demands of production. 


In the socialist society, it also will be impossible to scientifically, rationally 
manage and operate the economy by reiying on a purely economic technical method 
alone. 


Of course, if the large-scale socialist economy equipped with the latest technical 
provisions is to be scientifically managed and operated, it is imperative to widely 
adopt the modern means of weights and measures and means of production command, 
properly make economic technical calculation and analysis, and plan and coordinate 
production organization and labor organization by a scientific method. But by 
clinging to such economic technical methods alone it is impossible to precisely 
grasp the objective realities of the socialist economy where the masses of working 


people are the masters of production and management nor is it possible to successfully 


solve the question of scientific economic management. Moreover, inasmuch as the 
revolutionary fervor of the producer masses plays the decisive role in the developing 
socialist economy, in no way is it possible by : purely economic technical method 
alone to either measure or mobilize it. 


The only modern, scientific management method commensurate with the large-scale 
socialist economy standing on the latest technologies is the method cf relying on 
the collective wisdom of the producer masses. 


The producer masses are in direct charge of socialist production and management 

and in consequence, know better than anyone else the state of production and the 
method of improving enterprise management. The producer masses accumulate abundant 
experiences through the process of creative labor and ceaselessly seek out reserves 
and possibilities for production growth. Therefore, only by relying on the 
collective wisdom of the producer masses is it possible to overcome arbitrariness 
ind subjectivism in economic guidance and enterprise management and scientifically, 
rationally manage and operate the economy. 


fhe Taean work system, by making the masses widely par’icipate in enterprise 
management under the collective guidance of party committees, is most admirably 
“olving the question of managing and operating the economy relying on the wisdom 
of the masses. 


Ihe collective guidance of party committees makes it possible to mobilize the 
wisdom and initiative of the masses to the hilt, strengthening partywide guidance, 
political guidance for production. This also makes it possible to precisely 
establish the method to scientize, rationalize economic management, synthesizing 
and systematizing the wisdom of the masses.

Again, county cooperative farm management committees guide 
cooperative farms in such a way as to make them scientifically formulate production 
plans based on a concrete calculation of all production elements such as mechanical 
facilities and farming materials, and go forward to ceaselessly improve the 
standards of agricultural management and operation, grasping and guiding on a 
daily routine basis the overall management activity of cooperative farms with a 
tight grip on the integrated, unified production guidance system, the unitary water 
supply command system, and the materials supply system where the superiors deliver 
the materials to the base level. 


Thus, putting an end to the outdated administrative guidance method and guiding 
and managing the agriculturai cooperative economy by the enterprise method and 
bringing agricultural management and operation closer to the advanced industrial 
management and operation level is where the greatest superiority of our country's 
agricultural guidance system is.

The Mingyuehkou Conference conducted under the chair of the great leader 

Comrade Kim Il-song was a revolutionary event that moved our people's anti-Japanese 
national] liberation struggle forward onto a new higher stage and marked the 
beginning of the glorious anti-Japanese armed struggle. 


An armed struggle is the foremost main form of struggle in the colonial national 
liberation struggle. Imperialism, starting from its aggressive, plunderous nature, 
will not voluntarily withdraw from its colonies. The imperialists, with a view 

to sustaining their colonial rule, will not choose means and methods, and 
mobilizing all their power apparatuses and means of violence, bloodily suppress 

the liberation struggle of the colonial people. The more the struggle of the 
colonial people upsurges and the nearer the fate of the imperialist scoundrels 
approaches death, the more bestial violence the imperialists cling to to the death. 
It is inevitable that the colonial people come to launch a struggle by force, 

armed struggle, and only by such struggle can they pull down the imperialist 
colonial rule and win the ultimate victory of their national liberation struggle. 


With the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song at the Mingyuehkou Conference setting 
forth the strategic guidelines for the entire people, bearing arms, to vigorously

The strategic guidelines set forth by the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song for 
launching the armed struggle immediately were sagacious guidelines starting 
from a scientific analysis of the situation prevailing in our country in the 
early 1930's. 


The Japanese imperialists, who had been stepping up their preparations from long 
ago for a war of aggression with a view to realizing their ambition for world 
hegemony, at last caused the "Manchurian Incident" in September 1931 and 

began their armed invasion of the northeastern region of China. 


The Japanese imperialists, as they expanded the fire of their war of aggression 
to the continent, carried out more viciously than at any time their reactionary 
offensives against the Korean people in a move to turn our country into a 
bridgehead, “a solid rear." The scoundrels arrested and imprisoned the patriotic 
people at random everywhere, massacred the patriotic people en masse, and 
suppressed by armed force the revolutionary advance of the workers and peasants. 
Under such circumstances, unless an armed fight was waged against the Japanese 
imperialists in direct confrontation it was impossible to move the Korean 
revolution one step forward and victoriously chart the road of national liberation. 


At the time a sound cornerstone had been in place for organizing and launching 
the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 


As a result that armed struggle preparations had been positively pushed under the 
sagacious leadership of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, reliable nuclear 
ranks capable of launching the anti-Japanese armed struggle on a big scale had 
been organized and in addition, politicomilitary experiences had been accumulated.

Only by correctly determining the form of an armed 
struggle is it possible to go forward to make a chuche-oriented revolutionary 
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force grow and strengthen and expedite the expansion and development of the 
armed struggle and energetically develop the overall revolutionary movement. 


Conventionally, an all-pecple armed uprising used to be understood to be the 
primary method of the revolutionary struggle of the working class and oppressed, 
exploited people to win political ruling power. This did not suit the specific 
conditions of colonial countries which would have to launch their national 
liberation struggle, breaking through the stringent enemy surveillance, on 

the empty ground with no political ruling power of their own, no foundations 

of a national army, no rear of the state. 


The characteristics of the new times and our country's colonial national 
liberation war called for a form of armed struggle appropriate to them. 


The great leader Comrade Kim I1l-song, weighing with his brilliant wisdom the 
unprecedented characteristics of the colonial national liberation struggle, 

set forth at the Mingyuehkou Conference new, unique guidelines that a revolutionary 
war to Liquidate the colonial rule must be an armed struggle primarily in the

and the decisive forces of a national liberaiton revolution, and to have a solid 
military base and a mass base capable of preserving and expanding one's own 

forces and of s. isfying the material needs of the armed struggle. 


As the Mingyuehkou Conference, based on the armed struggle line set forth by the 
great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, put forward the guidelines for organizing 
anti-Japanese people's guerrillas as standing revolutionary armed forces capable 
of taking on and carrying out guerrilla warfare, our people became able to 
steadfastly launch the anti-Japanese armed struggle with genuine revolutionary 
armed torces. 


To build people's guerrillas as standing revolutionary armed forces instead of 

a regular army in the colonial national liberatiln struggle is an intrinsic demand 
of guerrilla warfare and was correct guidelines for building armed forces 
consistent with the characteristics of a national liberation war taking on a 
long-term nature and arduousness. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught at the Mingyuehkou Conference that

harsh oppression of Fascism of the Japanese imperialists covering the whole country.
